5. SENATOR RUDMAN OPENED THE CONVERSATION BY 
COMMENTING THAT WHEN VFM ZHU REPORTS 
WASHINGTON TO TAKE UP HIS NEW POST 
AMBASSADOR* HE WILL FACE A VERY 
SITUATION. ZHU REPLII 
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6. RUDMAN REPLIED THAT HE WOULD LIKE TO STRESS 
SEVERAL POINTS: 

FIRST* IT WOULD INDEED BE TRAGIC IF THERE IS 
A DETERIORATION IN THE EXCELLENT TIES OUR 
TWO- GOVERNMENTS AND PEOPLES HAVE DEVELOPED OVER 
THE PAST TEN YEARS. THESE TIES ARE NOT ONLY 
MUTUALLY BENEFICIALi BUT ALSO IMPORTANT TO 
REGIONAL AND GLOBAL STABILITY. 

SECOND/ HE HAS NO ARGUMENT WITH ZHU'S POINT THAT 
WHAT CHINA DOES INTERNALLY IS IT'S OWN BUSINESS 
THAT IS NOT TO SAY, HOWEVER* THAT SOME AMERICANS 
MIGHT NOT AGREE WITH WHAT CHINA DOES INTERNALLY. 

THIRD* CHINA'S LEADERS MUST ACCEPT THE REALITY 
THAT AMERICA IS AN OPEN SOCIETY. THE 
AOERICAN PEOPLE SAW THROUGH OUR MEDIA WHAT 
HAPPENED IN CHINA* AND THEY WERE DEEPLY MOVED 
THE CONGRESS. REFLECTS THt VIEWS AND FEELINGS 
OF THE AMERICAN PEOPLE* AND CONGRESSIONAL 
ACTIONS IN THE AFTERMATH OF TIANANMEN SHOULD 
BE INTERPRETED WITH THIS IN "IND. THAT IS 
REALITY. AND CHINA MUST RECOGNIZE IT AS SUCH AND 
DEAL WITH ACCORDINGLY. 

FOURTH, CONCERNING M I SREPORT I NC . THE SENATOR 
DOES NOT BELIEVE THE WESTERN PRESS WPS 
BIASED AGAINST CHINA. IN FAC T . T hERE IS 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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GROUNDS TO ARGUE THE OTHER WAY. FOR MANY 
YEARS* THE AMERICAN MEDIA HAS HELD UP CHINA 
AS A MODEL SOCIALIST COUNTRY CARRYING OUT 
REFORMT AND MODERNIZATION. THE 
WESTERN MEDIA CONVEYED STRONC IMAGES OF WHAT 
HAPPENED HERE IN JUNE, AND THEY DID THEIR 
BEST TO REPORT IT AS ACCURATELY AND 
COMPREHENSIVELY AS POSSIBLE. IN ADDITION, 
THE AMERICAN PEOPLE HAVE SEEN OTHER GOVERNMENTS 
RESPOND AS OURS DID, AND HAVE HEARD 
CORROBORATING STORIES FROn THE MANv CHINESE 
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STUDENTS IN THE U.S. IN THE MOST POLITE TERMS* 
AMERICANS DESCRIBE WHAT HAPPENED IN BEIJING 
AS AN OVER-REACTION BY THE CHINESE MILITARY. 

7. RUDMAN ADDED PARENTHETICALLY THAT HE CAME TO 
CHINA BECAUSE HE BELIEVES IT IS IMPORTANT FOR 
THE FUTURE OF OUR RELATIONSHIP FOR CHINESE 
LEADERS TO HEAR FROM A FRIEND THE REALITY THEY 
ARE FACING IN RESTORING TIES. IT IS WOT POPULAR 
FOR A CONGRESSMAN TO COME TO CHINA NOW* BUT THE 
IMPORTANCE OF BEGINNING A HEALING PROCESS
